The machine, No. 2,372, Is owned by 


Otis W.,Engs, of the Realty Syndicate. 
He loaned it to Fred Jones, who is an 
expert machinist. 
Jones has been in 


the habit of repairing the machine, 
and using it. 
Mr. Engs had nothing 


to do with the trip last .night, nor 
does he know any of the parties con- 
cerned, except Jones. 


HAD A GAY TIME. 


The party had been out for a lively 


time and had drunk deeply of the 
cheering bowl. On the way home Jones 
was driving the car at a terrific speed, 
when the steering gear broke and left 
the car unmanageable. 


AUTO OVERTURNED. 


In an instant the auto swerved and 


overturned in front of the power house 


"at Elmhurst. 


The young men were bruised, but 


the women were rendered unconscious 
for quite a time. Their injuries are 
not serious. 
. 


Jones gave the following fake names 


of the women: Agnes Martensa, Mary 
Martensa, Violet Burns. 
' They were coming from Hayward to 
Oakland, and according to the testi- 
mony of those who took care of them, 
they did not have complete possession 
kf themselves. The machine struck a 


/telegraph pale and overturned onto its 


side, throwing the twc men and three 
women companions, or rather girls, out 
of the automobile into the road. Two 
of the women were thrown a distance 
of at least fifteen feet each. 


TIRE BURSTS. 
\ 


The pistol-like report caused by the 


bursting of one of the rear tires .of the 
machine attracted the workmen of the 
power house to the scene, and w(Jh all 
due speed they gathered up the uncon- 
scious women from the road and car- 
ried them into the.power house office. 


SEND FOR PHYSICIANS. 


As they were all .unconscious, and at 


least two of them bleeding from their 
bruises which they received, it was 
supposed that they were seriously in- 
jured, and accordingly they summonsd 
Dr. W. F. Lynch ofv Elmhurst imme- 
diately, and also sent a special car to 
Fruitvale for Doctors Crosby and Hun- 
tin gton. 


By the time that the latter doctors 


arrived, however, Dr. Lynch had done 
all that was possible to do. 


REFUSED TO PAY. 


He restored th^women to conscious- 


ness, and had done all that was nec- 
essary for them, but as the men be 


house and the doctor, and both men 
and women 
refused to. give 
their 


names or pay for the services of the 
physician or give any guarantee that 
they would pay, and insisted that they 
did not need any assistance, the doctor 
did not do as much as he would oth 
ther to be done. 


By the time he had attended to their 


immediate wants the other physicians 
arrived and there was nothing fiir- 
the rto be.done. 


Not only were the men insolent to- 


ward those who were trying to help 
them, and all of the party' non-com- 
mittal as to their identity, the men 
showed an unusual degree of careless- 
ness toward their companions, when 
the automobile overturned.

ty boarded the first car for Oakland. 
The girls went to Eighth and Adeline 
where they got off the car. 


The automobile was an .old one, with 


a gasoline machine, Splitcforf coil. 


ONE A YOUNG GIRL. 


Of the parties in the accident one of 


the women was a girl about 15 years of 
age, weighed about 100 pounds, and 
had dark brown hair and was dressed 
in aibrown suit with a checkered cap. 
The other one appeared to be her sis 
ter and was about 20 years old, a lit- 
tle heavier set, and was dressed in a 
gray cloak, a white shirt waist, and 
gray, skirt. 


These two were considerably hurt. 


The other one did not seem to be 
friendly with these two, and fainted 
dead away, and was longer coming to 
and seemed to be more affected by the 
accident than either of the other two 
girls.

An opinion just handed down by the 


Attorney General in regard to the list- 
ing ot kindergarten 
pupils 
In 
the 


schools. Is now being called to the at- 
tention of school principals by Thomas 
3. Kirk, State 
Superintendent 
ot 


Schools, and will make a considerable 
reduction In the average daily attend- 
ance In districts where such classes 
are maintained, and will also reduce 
the revenue granted the districts by 
the State. 


The excerpt quoted from the opinion 


of the Attorney General on this sub- 
ject Is as follows: 


"It was evidently Intended by the 


Legislature In using the words 'aver- 
age dally attendance,' to include there- 
in only census children between 
the 


ages of five and seventeen years of 


age, 
for the school census Is the basis 


of the apportionment of State school 
money. 


"In apportioning such moneys, there- 


fore, I am of the opinion that it is 
proper for you to estimate the average 
daily attendance 
In 
kindergarten 


schools, where such schools have been 
adopted Into the primary system, the 
same as Is done In regular primary 
and grammar schools, but In estimat- 
ing such average daily attendance only 
children between the ages of five and 
seventeen years attending such kinder- 
garten schools should be counted." 


Upon this opinion Superintendent 


Kirk In his letter Rays: 


"The average daily attendance of all 


children between the ages of five and 
seventeen years during the time they 
were In kindergarten schools or class- 
es for the school years beginning July 
1, 1904. and ending June 30, 1905, may 
be counted In the next apportionment 
of State school money. In pursuance 
of this opinion, Superintendents will 
direct the principals of all kindergar- 
ten .schools or classes under their Jur- 
isdiction to make reports for the school 
years ending June 30, 1905, of the chil- 
dren over five year* of age and under 
seventeen years of age, that attended 
such schools or classes daring the said 
school year. The attendance of chil- 
dren In such kindergarten schools or 
classes is to be counted after they 
become five years of age, not before" 


It has been the practice heretofore 


to list every pupil tn attendance In th'e 
kindergarten 
classes, regardless of 


their age, many being under the five- 
year limit, and hereafter none of these 
may be counted In ms-king up the av- 
erage dally attendance of the classes 
Just how much difference this 
will 


make in the schools where such classes 
are maintained Is not known, but It Is

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The Joplin, Missouri, Argument 


Our Stockton contemporary, the Independent, finds it hard to 


budge away from a misstatement, as this paragraph proves: 


"How does THE TRIBUNE expect to give students "practical 


training by object lessons in scientific agriculture, horticulture and 
irrigation" 
fn a locality where neither the soil nor climate are 


adapted to general agriculture as followed in California ? The irriga- 
tion of the Berkeley hills is by the ocean fogs which the stiff breeze 
carries across the bay." 


So far as we know, no one has ever advocated locating the Uni- 


versity farm in the Berkeley hills. The constant iteration of the 
statement that there is a scheme to locate the farm immediately at 
the town of Berkeley indicates a purpose to mislead. Around Hay- 
ward, in Alameda county, is a district pre-eminent for horticulture 
and intensive agriculture, where irrigation is extensively practiced. 
On Walnut Creek in Contra Costa County, not a dozen miles from 
the University gates, there is an extensive district adapted to the 
growth of every fruit and cereal cultivated in California. Here is 
water for irrigation and lands admirably adapted to irrigation. It is 
less than two hours drive of the University, while Hayward can be 
reached by electric car in fifty minutes for a fare of 25 cents. ' 


The Independent does not deny that the purpose behind the 


scheme to locate the farm at a great distance from Berkeley is to 
separate the Agricultural College from the State University, but on 
the contrary, makes an argument that such a course is advisable It 
cites the fact that the School of Mines of the Missouri University is 
located at Joplin, two hundred miles away from Columbia. The 
location was decided by the proximity of lead and zinc mines. But 
wJio hears of the graduates of the Missouri School of Mines in the 
scientific world? The graduates of the California School of Mines 
are famous the world over. The School of Mines is located in Berke- 
ley, and soon -will be housed, thanks to the munificence of Mrs. 
Phebe A. Hearst, in the finest building of its kind on the continent. 


The School of Mines of Columbia University is celebrated for 


ttW attainments and technical skill of its graduates. 
There are no 


mines in New York City. The same is true of Harvard, Yale, Cor- 
nell and other institutions of the highest rank. 


In the light of these facts, the Stockton paper's citation of the 


Missouri instance is peculiarly unfortunate. Its belittlement of the 
ag.'icultural course at Cornell is a case of kicking at the pricks. The 
excellence of Cornell in this particular is of the first order. The 
Independent is inconsistent in refusing to consider Missouri's 
example in locating her School of Agriculture alongside the other 
departments of the State University and pointing out the separation 
of the School of Mines as an example to be followed. The Missouri 
College of Agriculture is notably efficient. The Missouri School of 
Mines is not, and is only of local importance. 


When a committee of Southern educators went North recently 


to study advanced methods of higher education in State institutions, 
the University of Wisconsin was selected as a model because all the 
branches of higher education were there consolidated and brought 
together under one management. And the University of Wisconsin 
is given first rank by the Agricultural Department for the thorough- 
ness and comprehensiveness of its schooling and training in scientific 
agriculture. When these facts are mentioned papers like the Stock- 
ton Independent say go to Texas or Joplin, Missouri. This reminds 
us of what Phil Sheridan said. Our Stockton contemporary seems a 
trifle affected by its proximity to another State institution. 


Boston's title of "The Hub" is based upon the New England 


claim that she is the literary center of the United States. The postal 
statistics do not bear out this claim, however. The receipts of the 
Chicago postoffice are within a fraction of three times the receipts 
of the Boston postoffice. Chicago has a trifle more than three times 
the population of Boston, but the comparative statistics supplied by 
the Government show that the postal receipts at Chicago and New 
York are growing relatively faster than those of the New England 
metropolis. This is a plain indication of a decline in the publishing 
business of Boston. Literary activity is going westward, and if trade 
follows the flag the book publishing business follows trade 
Boston 


is still the fourth city of the United States in volume of postal 
receipts, not counting Brooklyn, but relatively its importance is 
diminishing. 


An interior paper says \accinntion kills more people than small- 


pox. The statement is giottsquely untrue, but if it were true the 
condition would be due lo the efficiency of vaccination in eradicating 
smallpox. If the deaths from smallpox in a country where vaccina- 
tion is not practiced be compared with the deaths from vaccination 
in some country where it is practiced the absurdity of the assertion 
quoted will be abundantly disclosed. If we compare the deaths from 
smallpox in a country where vaccination is the rule with the small- 
pox deaths in a countiy v here it is not practiced a still more striking 
proof \vill be presented that -ircination is the greatest boon medical 
surgery has furnished rnant ind in two centuries. While vaccina- 
tion has not entirely eradicated smallpox in civilized countries 
because of stupid opposition and neglect to enforce it, it has nearly 
done so and has so modified its character as to render it compara- 
tively harmless. By a curious inversion of the syllogism illogical 
minds point to the results of i accination as a proof of its ineffective- 
ness. 


Another Blow to Financial Piracy 


The conviction of four officers of one of the firms composing 


the dressed meat combine is a body blow to the rebate evil. It is 
noteworthy that the defendants were glad to get off with the pay- 
ment of heavy fines. Here is another proof that the Interstate Com- 
merce law can be enforced 
An equally vigorous enforcement of the 


anti-trust law will come very near eliminating the abuses and 
tyranny which have of late years been oppressing American com- 
mercial and industrial activities. The alliance of favored interests 
with the transportation agencies has been the chief instrument in 
the destruction of competition and the building up of Monopolies, a 
\vork that has been partially completed by trust combinations and 
secret comrr.unity-of-interest agreements between nominally com- 
petitive concerns 
The rebate system which gives its beneficiaries 


lower rates than those exacted from other shippers, who also receive 


- special transportation facilities not accorded to others, is the natural 


ally of trust combination. On the other hand, trust combinations 


K> favor the creation of great transportation monopolies by throwing 


all freight carriage into the hands of groups of men controlling cer- 
tain railway systems. By knocking out the rebate system and break- 
ing up the combines in illegal restraint of trade, the American people 
will be freed from the exactions practiced on them by organized 
bands of financial pirates. That is what President Roosevelt aims 
to do, and that is what his policy of vigorous enforcement of existing 
laws is accomplishing.

The Qoeb,el=Jordan Dispute 


President Jordan emphatically denies that he ever jsuggested to 


Professor Julius Goebel that he retract the criticisms passed by the 
latter on President Roosevelt's book, "The Winning of th'e West." 
This raises a square issue of veracity. President Jordan says he knew 
nothing about the criticisms and cares« nothing about them. He 
declares that he never spoke to Professor Goebel ,on the subject. 
Until evidence is submitted to corroborate the charge of attempting 
to influence Professor Goebel, President Jordan's denial is entitled to 
credence.' His word is as good as Professor Coebel's. Furthermore, 
his disclaimer is so sweeping and explicit that no unsupported indi- 
vidual asseition can stand against it. While President Jordan did 
not act with entire frankness in the Ross matter and played a rather 
sharp game, with Professor Goebel, he is not to be adjudged guilty, 
of gross downright lying without definite and conclusive proof. And 
it must be remembered in this connection that the charge respecting 
the criticisms on "President Roosevelt's book is new matter. Nothing 
was heard of it in the original passage of arms over Professor 
Goebel's dismissal. The question of academic freedom was 
not 


raised at that time, and only became involved when it was asserted 
that President Jordan tried to induce Professor Goebel to retract 
lys criticisms or apologize for them and sought to oust the professor 
for refusing to be influenced. While it looked as if Professor Goebel 
kid not been treated quite fairly, his case, as presented'at the time, 
did not challenge public attention by a traverse of university ethics. 
The supplementary charge giving a new complexion to Professor 
Goebel's expulsion from Stanford appears to have come from Profes- 
sor Goebel himself, as it was originally made in German publications 
which espoused his cause. It it cannot be substantiated by proof 
aside from Professor Goebel's unsupported statement, it can have 
little force, nor should it have, in the face of Professor Jo.rdan's 
emphatic denial. The President of Stanford is as much entitled to 
fair play as anybody else, and the obvious animus behind the charge 
should cause it to be received with caution. It does not warrant 
credence unless better established. It will be unfortunate if such a 
charge, after being circumstantially made, shall be left ,an undecided 
issue of personal veracity between the two men, for it involves grave 
moral turpitude on the part of one or the other. Somebody has lied 
tremendously, and it is left to partisanship to decide who.

SAN FRANCISCO. Sept 22—Santa Fe 


officials when questioned s-esterday re- 
garding the rumor that their company 
Intended extending the system to Port- 
land, stated that there was no truth in 
such reports, and claimed that they were 
based upon the fact that there was at 
the present time considerable 
activity 


around their properties near 
Eureka 


The important announcement was then 
made by officials of the company that 
the line which now extends from Eureka 
to Fortuna will be extended to Willlts 
and will there consolidate TV 1th the Cali- 
fornia Northwestern 
This will do away 
with the necessity 
of paralleling 
the 
California Norths ebtprn line to the bay, 
as was the original intention when the 
San Francisco and Northwestern Com- 
pan> -nas incorporated by Santa Fe of- 
ficials early in 1903 
Chief Engineer Blssell of the Santa 
Fe is now on his way to Eureka, from 
the East, and It is understood that he 
will make a thorough 
survey 
of the 
country between Eureka and Wlllits for 
the purpose of hurrying on the work of 
construction as speedily as possible. 
E\er since the Incorporation of the 
San Francisco and Northwestern Railroad 
in 1903 it has been a question If the road 
would consolidate with 
the California 
Northwestern or build a line parallel to 
the latter company's system. 
This is 
the first definite announcement that the 
consolidation will be effected, although 
theie ha\e been many rumors regarding 
it during the past two years 
The con- 
solidation will not result in the absorb- 
ing of the California Northwestern line 
by the Santa Fe 
The present line from Eureka to For- 
tuna is only about thirty-seven miles 
long. It will now be extended to WI1- 
lits, a'nd will draw lumber from a -coun- 
tr> which President TUpley of the Santa 
Fe once declared could not be exhausted 
In 100 years 
The consolidation with 
the California Northwestern will result 
in a great saving of money to the Santa 
Fe road, as the construction of a line 
from Wllllts to Sa.n Francisco would call 
for an outlay of at least $7,000,000 
No idea can be given at present re- 
garding the probable date when the con- 
necting lines will all be united and it will 
be possible to take a through trip to 
Eureka from Oakland. 
Chief Engineer 
Bissell will probably have a report to 
present to the Santa Fe officials at ihr- 
olose of his tour of Inspection, whJch 
will, no doubt, be made public and Trill 
definitely settle the matter.

TO VETO TREATY 


Forty Direct Hemorials Objecting to 


Terms of Peace Sent to 


• . 
•

Throne. 


TOKIO, Sept. 12, 4-p. m.—The number 


of 'direct memorials ^o the throne from 
different Individuals and associations ob- 
jecting to the- conditions of the peace 
treaty and asking- that Its ratification 
be refused exceeds forty. 
; Th* most conspicuous of. these is an 
address signed by six professors of the 
Imperial university, one of whom re- 
cently wa* placed on the retired list, 
owing to a strongly worded antt-peaoe 
teed* which he was.the author. 


The memorial of the professor*, as 


published, strongly urge* the necessity oC 
refining the ratification of the treaty of 
I>eao» recently concluded, which It con- 
demn* M entirely annulling the purpose 
of the war, as stated In the declaration 
of hostilities. 


It also states the existence of indispu- 
table reasons for the refusal of ratifi- 
cation, at the treaty is deemed to be 
pregnant with elements of humiliation 
and future danger to the interests of 
the nation. 


In conclusion the memorial 
humbly 


begs condeseiiBlon and consideration of 
the spirit In which it Is presented. 


WILL flOLD OFFICE. 


Despite 
persistent editorials 
In the 
leading papers demanding- the resigna- 
tion of the government ministers, it is 
believed they will continue to hold office 
until the post-beSum measures, espec- 
ially with regard to finance and the Chi- 
nese and Korean problems, have as- 
sumed a definite shape. 
It has transpired that, notwithstanding 


Premier Katsuri's assurance to the edi- 
tors, there exists a clause of the peace 
treaty by which Japanese are not to for- 


tify the Strait of Soy*. 


Intense indignation is felt over thl* 


concession among Influential men, by 
whom It Is deemed the greatest humllla- 
tion Japan has evsr suffered-, as a re* 
striction is thus placed upon her terri- 
torial liberty. 


Some go so far es to.say that the In* 
dignity is unbearable, and is the black- 
est record In the history of the country, 
which it has never experienced defeat 
at the hands of other nations. 
The Constitutionalists 
are gradually 
assuming a firm attitude of opposition 
to the government. 
The editors of ten paper* have m«t
